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BOOKMOBILES AND/OR LIBRARIES 
Now that Wilmington residents have had an 
opportunity to see a real live shiny new book- 
mobile in action right here in our own town, we 
expect to be hearing increasingly enthusiastic 
talk about a bookmobile as a solution to our 
particular library problem. 
A bookmobile is an excellent way in which to 
extend library service into ontlying regions. 
It is supplemental to a library building, how- 
ever, not a substitute for one. This point is 
stressed by one of the provisions of the Feder- 
al Library Services Act, to wit* any tam which 
cuts its library appropriation because it is 
receiving the state bookmobile service, forth- 
with forfeits its privilege of having the book- 
mobile come to it. 
A cartoon showing a police car pursuing a 
County Traveling Library vehicle was shown re- 
cently in the New York Times, with the caption, 
""ake him pull over to the curb. I feel like 
browsing." This again points up the fact that 
a bookmobile can supplement the service of a 
library in a building, but cannot take the 
Place of it entirely. 
Many cities are extending their service by 
means of bookmobile instead of setting up sev- 
eral branch libraries. It is also valuable in 
testing the amount of use a library might have 
in a given area. Compared with the cost of set- 
ting up a branch library a bookmobile is rela- 
tively inexpensive. For instance the new state 
bookmobile cost $8,000. 
A central library building for a town is still 
necessary. Using the limited space on a book- 
mobile to carry around a complete set of refer- 
ence books, for instance, would hardly be prac- 
tical. A separate children's room, a very desir 
able feature in a public library, cannot be pro 
vided by a bookmobile. A library building, bar- 
ring floods, is always where it was put.

The preliminary estimate for 
the cost of all of these 
streets is $65,000, a figure 
which is still subject to 
change. 

The fact that these streets 
have been named does not nec- 
essarily mean that they will 
be @ccepted. under the Better- 
ment Act public hearings must 
be held (probably in the mid 
dle of February) on each 
street. If the abuttors do 
not wish to accept the Bet- 
terment charges the Selectmen 
may drop any given street 
from the list. 

it was tentativly agreed by 
the Selectmen and TM Courtney 
that the work on these 
streets would be financed by 
a five year bond issue. Such 
a bond issue is justified on 
the basis that the abuttors 
pay all eventual costs, and 
thus the bonds are self-liqua- 
dating, similar to Water Dept. 
Betternents. 

At the suggestion of the TM 
the Selectmen agreed to with- 
hold final decision on the 
street program until after a 
meeting with the Finance Com 
mittee, scheduled for next 
week. 

Other projects discussed were 
‘Hagerty’ s Curve’ on Roman 
Way, and the cut-off on West 
Street, but no decision was 
made. Consideration was also 
given to the acceptance as 
public streets of roads in re- 
cent subdivisions which have 
been surfaced by the developer 
specificcaly, pilling and Gun- 
derson Roads in qathaway Acres 
and Arlene, Catherine and Do- 
rothy Avenues in Elmwood Vil- 
lage, together with Ferguson 
Road, off Shawsheen Ave. 

On certain of these roads 
further improvements, such as 
Sidewalks is still under dis- 
cussion with the developers,

sIVIL DEFENSE DRILL 
WAS ALSO FUN 


The Civil Defense Corps of 
Wilmingto!, certainly proved 
that drills can be fun, last 
Thursday, as they went through 
their paces during the after- 
math of the mock-bombing of 
Lowell, Hingham and other 
points west, 

The drill began at 7 pm in 
Civil Defense headquarters in 
the basement of the town hall. 
Civil Defense Director Rene 
LaRivee and many of the depart 
ment heads were present. 

The eyes of all, of course 
were on the work of Dr. Wil- 
liam Widger and yenry F. Sul- 
livan two of the three men on 
the Atomic Warfare team. [It 
was their task to figure out 
whether or not enough of the 
radiation which had been re- 
leased by the mock bomb in bo- 
well had been dissapated to 
the point where people could 
agai emerge into the open air 

The heavy rain of gan. 21st, 
Dr Widger stated, had had a 
most happy effect. 1t had cap- 
tured a large part of the le- 
thal energy from that bomb and 
washed into the ground. 

The wind had been such that 
the radiation from the bomb 
was blown directly over Wil- 
mington, Those people who were 
not adequately covered could 
now be mourned as among the 
dead, or near dead. 

Those who had been protected 
had a fair chance to live, 
thanks to the rainstorm. 

In the basengnt of the Town 
Hall about 14° Roentgens had 
entered during the first “ 
hours after the bomb fell. 500 
ggg teens is unhealthy, and 

is definitely deadly. tiad 
the rain not fallen the total 
dose of Roentgens by Thursday 
evening would have been ap- 
proaching 500. As things were 
the Town Hall had received the 
light dosage of only .6 Roet- 
gens per hour during the past 
two days - the rest had dis 
appeared in the rain. With pro 
per care a person who had been 
protected in a place at least 
the equal of the town hall cel 
lar might have a good chance 
to survive. 

While Widger and Sullivan 
were pushing around their 
slide rules the rest of the 
Civil Defense Corps were hav- 
ing mock drills of the ir ow, 
drills in which Rene LaRivee 
had allowed them to let their 
imagination run loose.

Civil Defense ambulances, 
fire engine, rescue equipment, 
and other apparatus was on the 
ready. 

The ambulance corps, with one 
ambulance and five converted 


beachwagons answered many 
calls.

most of the instances there 
is not as much damage, due 
perhaps to improvements made 
8s a result of the 1955 ex- 
perience. 

perhaps the first place to 
really feel the effects of 
the rains was the corner of 
Shawsheen Road and Shawsheen 
Avenue, which Seturday after- 
noon was covered by six inches 
of water, and required pumps 
from the fire department work- 
ing on emergency shifts. 

A new home, built over a 
filled in pond at this corner 
had its cellar practically 
100% full of water. 

on Westdale Avenue, in fast 
Wilmington a number of cel- 
lars were flooded. 

Many people who live on hills 
were surprised to have water 
in their cellars - water which 
had been trapped by the clay 
in the hills, and which could 
not escape by normal means. 
According to the Fire Depart- 
ment all parts of town were a- 
bout equally affected by the 
flood conditions, 

Rut one place that has never 
before had a condition like 
the present one is Federal St.
